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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it recites language that can 

be implied, i.e. "The present invention". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words.

Claim Objections 

Claims 4-12 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple 
dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, these claims have not been 
further treated on the merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Weaver 
et al.(US 6,623,486). 

Regarding claims 1-3, Weaver discloses a plate for stabilizing distal radius 
fractures having a longitudinal shaft (column 2, lines 63-66)with an adjacent distal, 
anatomically preformed plate part (column 2, lines 63-66), with the envelope of the plate 
part having an essentially triangular shape (see figure below), and round holes (56a, 
figure 7) arranged in both the shaft and the distal plate part, having cone-like threaded 
bores (56 b-c, figure 7, and 9-16)with threaded longitudinal axes extending in a 
predominately non-parallel manner in the distal plate, and a right-angle bend is formed 
between the shaft and the plate part (see figure below), characterized in that the 
triangular shape of the plate part is scalene, and the side of the triangle away from the 
shaft comprises a plurality of conical threaded bores (56 b-c, figures 7, 9-16), were the 
bore diameter is chosen to be smaller than the diameter of the threaded bores or screw 
holes in the shaft (column 6, lines 1-6, and the threaded longitudinal axes of the bores 
in the plate part include an angle toward the shaft surface which deviates from ninety 
degrees (figures 12-16). The shaft also having an oblong hole (58, figure 7) formed in 
the shaft, and the cross-section area of the shaft is a vault (figure 1 1 , column 5, lines 
21-30).
